Newark, N. J., Sept. 17 (A.P.).—After 
& swift automobile trip that carried 
him-in whirlwind fashion through a 
dozen or more smaller towns in the 
vicinity of Newark, Herbert Hoover to- 
night delivered his first blow in the 
East. 

The speech came at the end of a 
busy day during which the Republican 
presidential candidate journeyed across 


three States to carry his battle for bal- 
lots into the northern New Jersey ter- 
ritory adjacent to the home of his 
Democratic opponent, Gov. Alfred E 
Smith. 

Making only one official stop—that 
at Trenton to pick up a welcoming 
committee consisting of party leaders 
in New Jersey—the candidate arrived 
in Newark shortly after noon and im- 
mediately started on an automobile 
trip about the vicinity. 

A considerable crowd cheered him as 
he passed from the railway station to 
his automobile at the head of a wait- 
ing caravan, but there was little ap- 
Pplause as the candidate passed through 
the streets of Newark to lay a wreath 
on the monument of George Wash- 
ington. 

Several hundred persons had assem- 
Bled at the monument, however, and 
they cheered while the nominee mount- 
ed the steps leading to the monument 
while cameras clicked. 


Noise of Welcome Grew. 


The reception accorded the nominee 
grew in noise and enthusiasm as he 
proceeded along the route until it 
reached a deafening climax at the 
Fadiison laboratories in Menlo Park. 

There the employes of the Edison 
Ppiant massed themselves in the court 
yerd and street about the buildings 
and gave the candidate a rousing ova- 
tion as he appeared in the doorway be- 
@:de Thomas A. Edison after an in- 
formal call on the venerable tiventor. 

Thousands cheered the nominee on 
his passage through the various towns 
While women and chiidren predomin- 
ated, there was a sprinkling of men 
end occasionally full-throated mascu- 
line cheers rang out avove the shriller 
feminine and children’s voices 


Make Exchanges of Mayors. 


As the caravan approached the city 
limits of each town there was a brief 
pause for an exchange of mayors and in 
turn the municipal heads of Belleville. 
Bioomfield, Glen Ridge, Montclair, the 
Oranges, Cakiwell, Roseland and several 
other towns occupied seats beside Hoov- 
er in the front machine 

At Caldwell there was a ionger stop 
while the candidate left his machine 
#9 visit briefly the birthplace of Grover 
C'eveland, a white frame building ris- 
ing upon a verdant lawn. 

There were occasiona: bursts of fire- 
works along the path of the caravan 
gending deafening bombs into the air 
to add to the bedlam of dozens of auto- 
mobile horns and police sirens. 

The candidate and his wife chatted 
informally for a few moments with 
Mr. and Mrs. Edison, presenting to him 
their son Alan. Hoover exp’essed a de- 
sire to see the laboratory of the iInven- 
tor. A broad smile flashed upon Edis- 
on’s face as the request was relayed to 
him by his wife. 

Inspects Work on 

“All right,” he _ said. 
we're working on rubber.” 

He led the way witn a quick step, 
and Hoover followed. At the entrance 
to the laboratory a guardian of the 
portals intercepted Allan Hoover, who 
was following his father, and the son 
was forced to identify himself before 
he was permitted to pass through. 

Moving swiftly back toward Newark. 
the candidate was welcomea heartily 
as he passed the well-kept country 
homes. Large crowds lined the way 
through towns, cheering vigorously as 
the candidate passed. 


Guest of Frelinghuysen. 


Back in Newark Hoover was a guest 
of former Senator Joseph S. Freling- 
huysen at a buffet supper before pro- 
ceeding to the armory to deliver his 
speech. Republican leaders from vir- 
tually every county in the State greet- 
ed their national chieftain there. 
Called upon to address the crowd, Hoo- 
ver expressed his satisfaction at the 
reception that had been accorded him. 

“With this reception we have had,” 
he said. “I have no doubt as to which 
column New Jersey will appear in in 
the election.” 

Mrs Hoover, introduced to the crowd, 
displayed a large bouquet and re- 
marked that to the candidate go the 
speeches, but to his wife go the flowers.

party want is a tariff that will pro- 
tect American labor.” 

An almost midsummer heat started 
hundreds of fans and hats to moving 
in the crowded building as the audi- 
ence endeavered to start a semblance 
of a breeze from the soggy air.

OVATION FOR HOOVER 


The text of Mr. 
follows: 

Real wages and standards of living 
of our labor have improved more dur- 
ing the past seven and a half years of 


Republican rule than during any simi- 
lar period in the history of this or of 
any other country. 

When I speak of wages | refer both 
to those who work at the bench and 
those who work at the desk.

A continued surplus of unemployed 
workers means decreasing wages, in- 
creasing hours and fear for the tu- 
ture ‘lo protect labor, to maintain 
its prosperity, to abolish poverty. we 
must so organize our economic system 
as td provide a job for all who have 
the will to work. 

Full employment depends not only 
upon a strong and progressive eco- 
nomic system but upon the sound pol- 
icies of and the vigorous cooperation 
by the Government to promote eco- 
nomic welfare. 


Backs Employes’ Rights, 


Labor in its collective efforts has 
contributed greatly to the maintenance 
of proper wages and to improved con- 
ditions of labor. But collective bar- 
gaining can not overcome the _ furces 
that make for unemployment. 

I for one am willing to trust 
proved ability of employes to take 
care of their rights if there is em- 
ployment to be had. And our work- 
ers as citizems at the ballot box have 
a large part in the determination of 
these economic policies 

The problem of insuring full work 
all the time is a problem of national! 
concern. It is one to which govern- 
ment must give its attention. It is 
one which government may contribute 
to solve. 

Behind every job is a vast, intricate 
and delicately adjusted system of in- 
terlocked industries dependent upon

The modern relationships of govern- 
ment and industry are a tangled mass 
of economic and social problems. They 
are neither abstract propositions nor | 
Statistics. They are very human things 
They can make for the happiness of 
every home in our country 

The Republican party has performed 
unparalleled service to the employes 
in our commerce and industry through- 
out its histohy and notably during the 
past seven and a half years. 
Continuous employment and pros- 
perity of labor depend upon the con- 
tinuance of those policies. It is these 
wider issues of governmental responsi- 
bility in laying broad and deep tound- 
dations of employment that I wish to 
discuss tonight. The Republican party 
recognizes this responsibility. Proof 
of this rests upon its actual record of 
accomplishment. That record can be 
tested by examination of the situation 
of labor in the country today. 


Unemployment Recalled. 


When we assumed direction of the 
Government in 1921 there were 5,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 unemployed upon our 
streets. 

Wages and salaries were falling and 
hours of labor increasing. 

Anxiety -for daily bread haunted 
nearly one-quarter of our 23,000,009 
families. 

The Republican administration at 
once undertook to find relief to this 
situation. At once a nation-wide em- 
ployment conference was called. 

It was made up of representatives of 
both employers and employes. I had 
the honor to be chairman of that con- 
ference. 

We set up a program for the sys- 
tematic organization of the whole busi- 
ness community to restore employment. 

By means of immediate institution 
of public works, the extension of finan- 
clal aid to industry during the critical 
period of readjustment, by cooperation 
of employers, and by a score of other 
devices, we started the wheels of in- 
dustry turning again. 

We did not resort to the expedients 
of some foreign countries, of doles, 
subsidies, charity or inflation—all of 
which in the end are borne by the 
people. 

Permanent Employment Found. 


Within a year we restored these 5,- 
000,000 workers to employment. But 
we did more, we produced a funda- 
mental program which made this re- 
stored employment secure on founda- 
tions of proseprity, and, as a result 
wages and standards of living have 
during the past six and a half years 
risen to steadily higher levels. 

This recovery and this stability are 
no accident. It has not been achieved 
by luck. Were it not for sound govern- 
mental policies and wise leadership, 
employment conditions in America to- 
day would be similar to those existing 
in many other parts of the world, 

None of the larger countries engaged 
in the great war have as yet restored 
full employment. Doles to the idle and 
other devices of desperation still exist 
abroad. 

There have been assertions of wide 
unemployment at the present time. 
There was a temporary dip of employ- 
ment last winter. From this we are 
now rapidly recovering. 

Its causes were local and temporary. 
They were the combined effect of the 
Mississippi flood, a great shift in the 
motor industry, and the collapse of real 
estate speculation. 


1,800,000 Out of Jobs. 


An accurate survey of the Department 
of Labor showed that even including 
the usual winter seasonal unemploy- 
ment, about 1,800,000 employes were 
out of work as contrasted with 5,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 in 1921 | 

During the past wo months there 
has been a higher record of production 
and consumption of guvods than during 
co months of any previous 
year. Te could not be such a record 
unless employment was steadily recov-

Wages Highest ‘'n History. 


Despite these rare exceptions, the 
average of real wages are higher today 
than ever before. And the arduous 
hours of labor have decreased. We can 
easily prove this. As a standard of 
comparison let us take the purchasing 
power of wages in 1913 or before the 
war. In purchasing power we consider 
both the dollars and the cost of living. 

Taking this standard, we shall find 
that real wages at the height of the 
war inflation were about 30 per cent 
over 1913. Despite the great after-war 
slump they have risen until today they 
are over 50 per cent greater than before 
the war. Viewed in another way, while 
the cost of iiving today is about 60 
points on the index above prewar, wages 
are 127 above. Parallel with this in- 
crease in real wages the average hours 
of labor have steadily decreased. 

Moreover, our real wages and our 
standards of living are the highest in 
the world. And I am again speaking of 
the real buying power of wages. To 
compare ours with .oreign wages we 
must find a common denominator, be- 
cnuse translation of foreign currencies 
means but little.

If we say that 5 per cent of butter 
and 95 per cent of flour form the basis 
oO1 that useful mixture called “bread 
and butter,” then the weekly earnings 
im each country would buy at retail in 
those countries the foilowing total of 
this useful compound.

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Of course, he American employe does 
not use his higher income to buy un- 
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restore and increase employment, one 
of our first decisions was vigorously 
to build up our foreign trade. 

We determined that we must sell 
more products abroad if we would 
have steady and assured employment 
for labor in our industries. We real- 
ized that we must energetically pro- 
mote the sale of our farmers’ surplus 
abroad both in their interest and in 
the interest of labor. By so doing we 
increase the farmers’ buying power 
and in turn his demand for the prod- 
ucts of labor. 


Found Trade Demoralized. 


When we came into office we were 
confronted with a total disorganiza- 
tion of the world trade due to the 
war. We had been exporting great 
quantities of munitions. This busi- 
ness was finished. World trade was 
demoralized to such an extent that 
the actual movement of commodities 
between all nations was some twenty 
per cent less than before the war. 

We set out upon a definitely or- 
ganized campaign to build up the ex- 
port of the products of American 
labor and of the American farm. 

We reorganized the Department of 
Commerce for the promotion of Ameri- 
can trade abroad on

attempted by any Government any- 
where in the world. 

We mobilized our manufacturers and 
exporters; cooperated with them in 
laying out and executing strategic 
plans to expand our foreign trade

It was participated in by manufac- 
turers of building material, by contrac- 
tors, by engineers, by real estate men, 
by representatives of the employes. 
An exhaustive examination by this 
body resulted in the conclusion that 
the average seasonal unemployment in 
the bullding trades was about 100 
days out of the year. 


A number of specific remedies were 
initiated by organized cooperation in 
different centers. By this cooperative 
action and by improved methods the 
average days of unemployment have 
been decreased by nearly one-half. 


Building Wages Increased. 


There has been no decrease in daily 
wages. In fact there has been in- 
crease in wages, but far more important. 
the annual income of workers in the 
bullding trades has been substantially 
increased by the decrease in idle days. 

It has enabled us to increase the 
total annual volume of building with 
the same complement of labor and 
equipment. It has decreased the unit 
cost of bullding and contributed to the 
expansion of building generally.

The first of our policies which have 
given security and expansion of em- 
ployment has bee 
the protective tariff. 

The protective tariff has been a fun- 
damental policy of the Republican party 
ever since the party was founded. 
Against it the Democratic party has 
battled for these same 70 years. 

Two months ago their platform hint- 
ed that they thought we might be right 
However, they declared for a tariff that 
would maintal: effective competition. 


Sees Menace to Protection. 


That must mean a tariff which will 
maintain effective competition of for- 
eign against American goods. That Is 
not protection 

That this is the meaning is borne out 
by references to the Underwood tariff 
of the last Democratic administration 
as the ideal. The reenactment of that 
tariff? would let in a flood of foreign 
goods, destroy employment and lower 
wages and demoralize our farmers all 
over the United States. 

I would suggest that the employes of 
industries in New Jersey and the coun- 
try should directly investigate as to 
what would happen to their employ- 
ment with lowered tariffs. 

The Republican administration im- 
posed restrictions upon immigration 
largely to protect the American work- 
man. 

With the bars of immigration down 
the flow of those seeking relief from the 
poverty of Europe would create a horde 
of job hunters around every employ- 
ment office and every industrial gate 
in the United States. The pressure of 
this flood would break our wages to- 
ward the levels of Europe. 


Opposes Alien Flow. 


No one places a higher worth upon 
the foreign-born citizen than Ido. He 
brings many elements of great value in 
our cultural development. We welcome 
his help in building our new civiliza- 
tion. 

The immigration laws should be 
amended to remedy the hardships to 
families. I have urged before that this 
be done. In my acceptance speech I 
stated my opposition to any increase 
in immigration. 

The restriction upon immigration ts 
a boon not only to those of my hearers 
who were born on American soil but to 
those who have come from the old 
countries, for every one would suffer 
equally by the lowering of our wages 
and standards of living. 

The enactment of this law was op- 
posed on economic grounds. I do not 
here propose to enter into the argu- 
ments which were advanced in perfect 
good faith that production in America 
would shrink because we would have 
too few workers, that the cost of liv- 
ing would thus increase, or that it 
would destroy America’s ability to com- 
pete in the shipment of her goods into 
foreign markets. 

I did not agree with these argu- 
ments. I believe that the mainten- 
ance of the higher standards of living 
stimulate the development of labor- 
saving devices, increase skill in our 
workmen, and in our managers, and 
that in this way we compensate for 
higher wages. ) 

It is proving itself so today. We 
are exporting more goods abroad than 
ever in our history. We are gradually 
lowering the cost of living by greater 
efficiency.

Some of its most important branches 
have lagged behind industry in its ad- 
vance since the war. 

This is not an occasion to enter 
upon thaé question, but by sympathetic 
policies we should materially further 
increase the farmers’ buying power 
and thus add to the security of em- 
ployment in the industries. This be- 
comes one of: our first duties in coimn- 
mon interest, 


Praises Labor’s Intellfgence. 


American labor has been the first 
labor body in the world that has had 
the intelligence and courage to real- 
ize and express the fact that increased 
wages and salaries must in the long 
run be based upon a sharing of la- 
bor in the savings made through in- 
dustrial and commercial efficiency. 

Within the past few months Brit- 
ish labor has followed this lead of 
American labor. That is, if we are able 
by labor-saving machinery and reduc- 
tion of the wastes in industry to de- 
creasé the cost of production of an 
article, we Know by long experience 
that a train of consequences of the 
highest importance follow. 

Wages in that industry will rise, 
prices decrease, consumption increase 
at home and in our foreign markets, 
the demand for labor is enlarged and 
our standards of living improve. 

The ancient bitter opposition to im- 
proved methods on the ancient theory 
that it more than temporarily de- 
prives men of employment which 1s 
still maintained in some parts of the 
world has no place in the gospel of 
American progress. 


Results of Investigation. 


Eight years ago I caused a nation- 
wide investigation to be undertaken 
of the whole subject. I felt that it 
was in the interest of our country 
to know what opportunities we .had 
to improve our methods. 

It developed that there avere great 
opportunities for increased efficiency 
in our whole industrial machine. 

We have the highest ingenuity and 
efficlency, in the operation of our in- 
dividual industries, of any nation. Yet 
there were great wastes which were 
not the fault of individuals, employ- 
ers or employes.

Taken as a whole we have swelled our 
production on a quantity basis by nearly 
30 per cent. Parallel with it wages have 
risen and the prices of manufactured 
goods have fallen. 

1 have heard voices raised in protest 
that the effect of these activities is to 
destroy employment.

First National Meeting. 


The meeting, the first in the United 


States under the auspices of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, was held on 
the lawn of the ancient courthouse, 
which for a brief period during the 
War of 1812, served as the United States 
Capitol. 

The red-clad Boys’ Band of Washing- 
ton played “East Side, West Side” four 
times, while Democratic graybeards 
danced around and revel yells rent the 

air. 

Predictions by the various speakers 
that Virginia’s twelve electoral votes 
would go to Gov. Smith in November 
were greeted by loud cheers and cries 
of “Absolutely!” and “You tell ’em!” 

Nixon, Senator Claude A. Swanson, 
Representative E. Walton Moore and 
State Senator J. Murray Hooker joined 
in denouncing the whispering cam- 
paign against Gov.

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HOOVER'S APPEAL. 

Mr. discussion of 
questions at Newark last night 
tutes the strongest appeal that could be 
made in his behalf as a candidate for the 
Presidency. It is upon his efficiency as 
a maker of prosperity that the Republi- 
can party its case. His review of 
the industrial situation and the factors 
that make for steady employment at high 
wages is the careful work of a _ skilled 
economist. It paints a picture of modern 
American industrial life that is novel in 
many details, but on the whole so con- 
vincing that it will take high rank as a 
Republican campaign document, 

The Republican eandidate gives credit 
to his party, of course, for the prosperity 
that has set to work the 5,000,000 idle 
workers of 1921 and expanded the ma- 
terial cutput of the country 30’per cent. 
Perhaps an impartial student of Ameri- 
can affairs, unaffected by politics, would 
be disposed to give greater credit to 
American business men and skilled labor 
than to political parties for this immense 
prosperity. Nevertheless, the prosperity 
developed under Republican auspices, 
and it can not be said that governmental 
policies have retarded prosperity. 

Mr. Hoover points to cooperative 
measures taken by industries at his sug: 
gestion, which undoubtedly accelerated 
prosperity by eliminating waste and 
speeding up production at high wages. 
His efforts in expanding American trade 
abroad are also mentioned as a factor in 
national prosperity, These activities, 
undertaken by the Republican adminis- 
tration, can not be whistled down as mer 
campaign arguments, but are justly ac- 
credited to Mr. Hoover as a part of his 
equipment for the office of President. 

The speech makes no claim that the 
Republican party is entitled to all the 
credit for prosperity. “The Republican 
party,’ Mr. “makes no

people. Kducation, prohibition, 
tion, scientific discovery, increase 
skill in managers and employes have con- 
tributed to magnificent progress.” But, 
added Mr, Hoover, the protective tariff, 
restricted immigration, and expansion of 
foreign trade, all Republican governmen- 
tal policies, operated powerfully to in- 
sure stability to industry, high wages, 
and business growth. 

The economic theory that liquor pro- 
hibition is one of the great factors ot 
American prosperity is fully aceepted by 
Mr. Hoover. No doubt Gov. Smith will 
find occasion to denounce this theory as 
unsound, The question is properly de- 
batable, and probably neither side can 
prove its case. Against the savings of 
workers that were formerly spent for 
legalized liquor can be placed the extrav- 
agant prices paid for almost the same 
quantity of contraband liquor. Whether 
liquor is costing the country as much now 
as before prohibition is a disputed ques- 
tion. It is impossible to set down in 
figures the pros and cons of prohibition 
as an-economic factor. It must be admit- 
ted, however, that throughout industry 
the tendency is to frown upon the drink- 
ing habit and to hold to strict sobriety 
all men who are responsible for the 
safety of others in industry and transpor-

Mr. Hoover’s allusion to the theory 
that machinery tends to create unem- 
ployment is of interest. Of course, he 
combats this theory, and: describes it as 
a re-echo of a century ago. He sees in 
the shifts of industry the opening of new 
demands for labor. The automobile, 
radio, and aircraft industries are cited as 
Increased machine produc- 
, he holds, means increased wages 
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and new services. The vast field of 
American industrial activity is a chang- 
ing punorama in which entirely new  in- 
dustries call for labor that is no longer 
employed at hand work. ‘We have gone 
through an _ extraordinary industrial 
revolution in seven years,” says Mr. 
Hoover. 

In that statement, the truth of which 
is evident to all, is sufficient material for 
honest differences of opinion concerning 
factors that have produced the revolution 
and which are now operating upon_ it. 
Parties and public policies are included 
among these factors; but to what extent 
they are influential, and to what extent 
other policies might be still more bene- 
ficial, is a subject for debate. The Hoover 
speech sums up the Republican argu- 
ment. The country would like to hear 
what Gov. Smith has to say on the other 
side.

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AMATEURS TO THE RESCUE, 

When disaster tears down telephone 
and disrupts commercial communication serv- 
ice, the outside world is sometimes served 
well by amateurs. Nat Pomeranz, operator 
of what he characterizes a “‘junk radio set,” 
at Brooklyn, became a communications link 
for the Navy Department in sending and re- 
ceiving information about the hurricane in 
Porto Rico Saturday night. A day later, Clif- 
ford Grange, operator of station 4ANC in 
Jacksonville, established communication with 
another amateur at Palm Beach and gave to 
the world one of the first authentic accounts 
of the hurricane blowing through soythern 
Florida. At Tampa the operator of station 
4AFL stood by his key with a raging gale 
blowing about his house. 

On the high seas the radio operator has 
earned a reputation for courage and devotion 
to duty that is emulated by the amateur op- 
erator. When others have fled to points of 
shelter from fire, storm or strife, he volun- 
tarily sticks to his key, summoning aid or 
acquainting an anxious world of true condi- 
tions. Out upon the limitless ether he dis- 
patches dots and dashes that hasten relief 
to stricken communities. 

The story of the amateur radio experi- 
mentors’ contributions to the development of 
radio has been told time and again.

THE THEATER AT.CORINTH. 


Four or five hundred years before the 
Christian era and well along during the early 


period of Christendom, Corinth was noted not 


alone for the beauty of its monuments but 
for the range of its spectacles and plays. 
The uncovering, therefore, of a great theater 
by the Princeton archeologist, Dr. Shear, who 
has been working in that direction for two 
decades, marks. a fine contribution to the 
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versant with its purely. cultural character. 
The structure must have witnessed the pro- 
duction of the religious spectacles for which 
the city was famous. The Pan-Hellenic festi- 
vals filled the great edifice, with its accommo- 
dations for 20,000 auditors. When the plays 
of Menander were there presented the Bernard 
Shaw of his day must have attracted enormous 
crowds, 

Wealth and frivolity, as well as serious con- 
cern for religion and interest in the drama 
and in choral exhibition, marked the Corinth 
of the centuries before the Christian era, and 
the city reflected the progress of Greece 
through the stages of its development in the 
plastic arts. 

The revival to knowledge of this theater 
and so much else of interest in the uncovered 
ruins of the old city will give fresh interest to 
classical subjects.

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WORN-OUT TIRES. 


It is often the case that those who are more 
remote from an industry have the inventive 
turn of mind for it. This is certainly so in 
the case of discarded automobile tires. In 
countries where the automobile is relatively 
searce the discarded tire is made use of in 
ways that would open an American's eyes. 

In China these discards are used for many 
purposes, where rubber bands are of service. 
But Spain has doubtless developed more uses 
for the outworn tire than any other country. 
The manufacturers of rubber heels, belts, 
garters and toy balloons, all are indebted to 
this humble source. It has been said that no 
people has become permanently prosperous 
until it has learned the secret of salvage. The 
United States pleads its ability to-use the worn- 
out in many directions, perhaps not more 
strikingly than the return of 60 per cent of 
all the iron and steel waste to its furnaces as 
something better than the original ore. The 
art of making over tires in this country is an 
established one, but the utilization of old tires 
for the services for which they are drafted by 
some other peoples is not generally turned to 
here, where such cast-offs are to be had in 
great numbers,

BEES BY MAIL. 

Even honey bee have been organized 
in this methodical age of ours. When 
they have completed their labors in one 
part of the country they are often 
shipped to another area so that they 
may keep up the so00d work. The 
Postoffice Department is aiding by al- 
lowing the industrious insects to be 
shipped by mall, provided certain rules 
are complied with, says the New York 
Herald Tribune. The recent order on 
the subject issued by the Postmaster 
Geneval reads: 

“Honey bees in quantity may be sent 
in the mails under the same conditions 
prescribed for queen bees and their at- 
tendant bees when delivery can be 
made in five days. If they are in 
wooden cages the material must be not 
less than three-eighths of an inch 
thick, and if wire screen is used there 
must be two thicknesses separated by 
slats three-eighths of an inch thick. 
Food must be provided in the form of 
sugar Ssigup in a tin can with holes tn 
the bottom for leakage of the food sup- 
ply. Each cage must be provided with 
a suitable handle and marked ‘This 
side up.’.”

Resents Denial of Election to 
Council; Nanking Re- 
mains Silent.

OPIUM INQUIRY DELAY 


Geneva, Sept. 17 (A.P.).—Committets 
of the Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions were busy today with various 
matters, s4me of which touched Amer- 
ican interests. There was also a small- 
sized sensation due to a report that 
China might resign from the league be- 


cause she had been denied reelection 
to the council. 

The report was that the Chinese 
delegation had wired to the National- 
ist government at Nanking advocating 
the resignation. There was no con- 
firmation here, and the only commu- 
Nication from Nanking was a laconic 
cablegram addressed to the secretariat 
Saying: 

“The address of the Chinese gov- 
ernment has been changed from Wali- 
chiaopu, Peking, to ministry of foreign 
affairs, Nanking.” 


Opium Inquiry Doubtful. 


The opium committee of the league

UTILITIES INQUIRY 
OPENS AGAIN TODAY 


Data From Jersey, lowa and 
Canada to Be Put 
in Record. 


MANY ARE SUBPENAED 


(Associated Press.) 
The Federal Trade Commission's in- 
vestigation of publicity activities by 
power utilities wfll be resumed today 
with the introduction of data received 
from New Jersey, Iowa and Canada, but 
not yet entered in the record. 
Although hearings have not been 
held since July 6, the commission dis- 
closed in its sixth interim report

Employes Request Coolidge to 
Stay Holidays Till Con- 
gress Acts. 


TWO VISIT WHITE HOUSE 


Confident the next Congress will 
grant its request for Saturday halt 
holidays for Government employes the 
year around, the National Federation of 
Federal Employes yesterday requested 
President Coolidge to consider the ad- 


visability of extending the _ present 
Saturday half holiday practice from 
September 29, when it will end for the 
year, until Congress disposes of legis 
lation making it a year around order. 

The request was delivered to the 
White House yesterday by Luther C. 
Steward, president of the federation, 
and Miss Gertrude M. McNally, secre- 
tary-treasurer. It reminded the Presi- 
dent that Saturday half holidays will 
end September 29 and requested an 
executive order extending them because 
of the predicted favorable attitude of 
Congress toward the proposal. 

The request set forth that a poll of 
members of Congress showed legislation 
for Saturday half holidays all year 
surely will be passed this winter and 
called to mind that two bills on the 
matter were passed by the Senate last 
session and are now pending in the 
House.

Afierica May Not Be Able to 
Keep Out, However, 
Officials Believe. ‘ 
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FRANCE FOR DEBT GUT

American participation in the Euro- 
pean reparations problem and partial 
cancellation of France’s debt to the 
United States are involved in the pro- 
gram which the allied powers at Gen- 
eva are formulating with the hope of 


ultimately securing the cooperation of 
America. An invitation to the United 
States Government to interest iiself 
In the preliminaries and join in the 
European deliberations is understood to 
be under consideration at Geneva. 

Meanwhile, the reaction of officials 
here to the European feelers is non- 
ccmmital, to say the least, and there 
are so far no signs that President Cool- 
fdse and Secretary of State Kellogg see 
any need for American participation 
in the Geneva program. 

Authoritative information communi- 
cated to the press here yesterday indi- 
cated that the United States desires, 
80 far as American interests permit, to 
remain aloof. 

But the question still remains as to 
whether the allied powers can so man- 
euver the deliberations as to force 
American participation and no one here 
is. prepared to say that such attempts 
will necessarily prove abortive. 


Two Commissions Named. 


Two commissions have been named 
at’ Geneva to deal with evacuation 
of’ German territory and revision of 
the reparations program. 

The first commission is dealing solely 
with the question of evacuation end 
there: is no reason to believe that the 
United States will be directly involved 

The second commission is composed 
of financial experts and is dealing with 
the financial aspects of reparations as 
well as the all-important question of 
Hxing the final sum total which Ger- 
many must pay to the allies by way 
of reparations for the World War. 

The work of this commission will 
almost inevitably involve America. 

There has never been a time since 
the war that the allied governments. 
particularly France, have dared to tell 
their people how much they would be 
willing to accept as the total repara- 
tions bill which Germany should be 
compelled to pay 

This does not take into account the 
admittedly absurd and prohibitive 
figure of 132,000,000,000 gold marks 
fixed by the London agreement of 1921 
The, Dawes plan, whereby Germany 
has, been paying reparations install- 
ments. ignored the total figure ulti- | 
mately to be required. 

The understanding now is that the 
financial experts of the allied powers 
will endeavor to agree upon a rational 
tatal. which will be Within the limit 
of Germany's capacity to pay and will 
therefore prove a constructive instead 
of a. destructive move in the genera! 
plan to maintain the stability of 
Europe. 

That it will be some time before the 
total is fixed appears certain, but in 
the meantime America, with her great 
financial resources, will figure in every 
calculation. 


French Opposition Expected. 


French opposition to any reasonable 
total of German reparations will be 
expected as a matter of course, but 
France has steadfastly taken the posi- 
tion. that reduction in the German 
reparations total must be linked with 
reduction of the French debt to the 
allied powers and to the United States 

In other words, if Great Britain and 
the United States will accept a reason- 
able cancellation of the debt which 
France owes to them, then France will 
accept a reasonable cancellation of the 
reparations payments which she be- 
lieves are due her from Germany. 

The French government realizes that 
the..first necessary step toward partial 
cancellation of France’s debt to the 
United States is to obtain American 
participation and cooperation in de- 
liberations over European reparation 
and other problems. 

Practically every move which France 
has-made since the war in the hoped- 
for plan of obtaining American interest 
in European economic or political af- 
fairs has been with a view to ultimate- 
ly interesting America in the debt ad- 
justment. 

Even the Briand-Kellogg antiwar 
pact’ has been discussed by French 
statesmen as a possible added incen- 
tive for America and France to get to- 
gether in a debt compromise. 

If America can be persuaded to now 
participate in the discussions relative 
to the reparations total, there may 
be, from the French government’s 
standpoint, an ideal opportunity to be- 
gin discussion of at least partial can- 
céllation of the debt. 


Difficult to Decline. 


-There is no American member of 
the. commission of financial experts 
now beginning to wrestle with this 
problem, and there is so far no invi- 
tation to the United States Govern- 
ment to name an official or unofficial 
member of this commission. 

It is highly probable, however, that 
President Coolidge will be asked to 
provide for some form of American 
representation, and it may be diffi- 
cult. for the President to decline. 

The work of this commission will 
almost certainly mean a revision of 
the Dawes plan, and American inter- 
ests are involved in the Dawes plan to 
the extent of 2% per cent of the rep- 
arations payments made under this 
plan by Germany. 

It may therefore be necessary for the 
United States to see that its interests 
are properly safeguarded in any revi- 
sion of the Dawes plan. 

This would imply American partici- 
pation “to the extent of American in- 
terests” and would put the United 
States Government in much the same 
position that it occupied toward the 
allied powers when the original treaty 
or protocol was entered into at Lon- 
don, putting the Dawes plan into ef- 
fect. 

Kellogg at Conference. 


Mr. Kellogg himself represented the 
United States in the London confer- 
ences leading up to the Dawes plan. 
He was not an Official deiegate, but 
attended all the conferences. 

There was a subsequent conference 
in Paris to which Germany was not 
a party, but at which the allied and 
associated powers were represented of- 
fictally to make a division of payments 
between the various countries entitled 
to receive reparations.

Both en route to and from Vermont 
the President will halt briefly at 
Northampton, Mass., to visit Mrs. 
Lemira Goodhue, mother of Mrs. Cool- 
idge, seriously ill since last December. 
Mrs. Coolidge is expected to remain at 
Northampton a few days after the 
President returns to the Capital. 

The President intends to spend a 
night at Plymouth Notch, Vt., in the 
house in which he was born.

This does not mean the resumption 
of religious services by priests, or set- | 
tlement of the religious question. Most | 
Catholic churches throughout the re- 
public have been open to the public 
ever since the religious laws were put 
into effect, but all have been without 
the services of priests, who were with- 
drawn by orders of the Mexican 
episcopate.

Free uniforms offered the town con-

Sir Theodore Cook, Sport 
Magazine Editor, Dead 


London, Sept. 17 (A.P.).—Sir Theo- 
dore Cook, editor in chief of the Field, 
English sporting magazine, since 1910. 
died today. He was 65 years old, and 
was widely known in English University 
sporting circles. He rowed No. 3 in the 
Oxford crew of 1889 and led the English 
fencing team in Paris in 1903 and 
Athens tn 1906.

Part of the earthworks, sad to relate, 
have been destroyed by white men: but 
a careful sketch was made of the ruins 
as they were when first found. 

Inside the earthworks was a cone- 
shaped mound about 33 feet high. It 
is believed to have been used as a look- | 
out station by the people of the village. | 
A man at the top could see for mlles | 
around. If enemies were coming near, | 
he could give warning. 

To the left of the lookout mound 
were other mounds, one of them 188 
feet long, 132 feet wide and 9 feet high.

After the cleansing should come 
good bleach. Select one that is not 
too strong. Let the bleach remain on 
the face and neck for fifteen to twenty 
minutes, remove the surplus and ap- 
ply an astringent. ‘The bleach will 
begin warfare on tan or freckles and 
the astringent will close the pores 

Your hands and arms should re- 
ceive exactly the same treatment. Even 
the hot towels wrapped around hands 
and arms will be useful if the skin 
has become badly roughened through 
exposure. 

The treatment from beginning to 
end should be given face, neck, arms 
and hands, morning and night for a 
week. or perhaps two weeks, before you 
see any marked improvement; for the 
effecty of sun and wind of a whole 
summer, or even a few weeks, are not 
to be effaced in a day or so. But, once 
improvement begins, its progress will 
be rapid. If you will be conscientious 
and persevering in the treatment I 
have outlined, results are sure.

Low standards of mental require- 
ments for police applicants and the 
“ridiculous” endeavors of policemen 
to rigidly enforce minor regulations 
were attributed as the chief causes for 
the present police ills last night by 
apeakers at a dinner of the public order 
committee of the Board of Trade at 
the Raleigh Hotel. 

Matthew O’Brien, attorney, said 
police courts are cluttered with re- 
spectable citizens who should not be 
there. This condition is brought about 
by an eagerness on the part of police- 
men to arrest citizens for minor in- 
fractions of police regulations, he said. 
O’Brien suggested that a broader lati- 
tude be given the District Commis- 
sioners in selecting applicants for the 
police force in order that the right 
type of men be assigned to protection 
of the city 

O’Brien added, however, 
force. as a whole, should not 
cized for the shortcomings 
men, but that those 
rious offenses should 
punished. 

Lieut. F. S. W. Burke, liaison officer 
and head of the Police Training School, 
arose to the defense of the police force 
as a whole and declared the present 
criticism of the Police Department was 
doing more to harm the morale of the 
members than anything that has hap- 
pened in years.

The Budget Bureau returned the Dis- 
trict budget estimate to the Commis- 
sioners with the statement that the 
President had allotted, $39,962,107 to 
the District for 1930 expenditures. 
The Commissioners were faced with the 
problem of lopping $2,515,000 from the 
budget, which could, the Budget Bu- 
read said, be submitted as supplemen- 
tal estimates. The bureau informed 
the school board that $1,000,000 of its 
$13,000,000 estimates would have to be 
supplemental. 

Mr. Carusi’s letter of refusal yester- 
day the last day for submission of 
final estimates to the bureau, said all 
the proposed estimates were necessary 
and classification of some of them as 
supplemental would give them a sec- 
ondary status.

Reduction of motorbus fare from 
15 to 10 cents was sought by residents 
of Bradbury Heights yesterday in the 
public hearing before the Public Util- 
Ities Commission.

They want re- 
sponsibility for the actions of the 
planning commission in enforcing and 
interpreting the law to fall upon the 
planning commission, not upon the 
county commissioners. 

Lawyers for the park and planning 
commission hold that the enabling act 
provides that the county commissioners 
are to have the responsibility and de- 
clare that this responsibility can not 
be shifted to the park and planning 
commission, except by a special act of 
the legislature. 


Action Today Threatened. 


The commissioners then notified the 
park and planning commission that 
they intend rescinding the ordinance 
today, thus leaving the county without 
a zoning law and the residents at the 
mercy of whomsoever desires to erect & 
bone factory next to homes. Without 
a zoning law, the citizens can not pro= 
tect their property from the intrusion
